TERRIFIC BLIZZARD 


It Sweeps Over Some of the Western 
States, Seriously Impeding Travel. 


ST. PAUL» NOV. 17.—After midnight 
a trennine blizzard eat in, and this morn- 
ing the people foond the streets and 
sidewaUcB so badly blockaded that trave' 
was next to impossible. 
The reports In 
dicate that the blizzard began in western 
Minnesota and swept east and sonth 
through Wisconsin and Iowa. 
Railroad 
travel is greatly impeded and street cars 
find it almost impossible to mn. 
The 
wind is blowing hard and drifting snow 
as fast as the streets and walks are 
cleared. 
No snoh storm has occarred so 
early in the season for years. 


MIIIWAUKEB, NOV. 17.—A special from 
Green Bay says the barge Dixon, Cap- 
tain Bobinson, of the Justice Field's 
tow, foundered off kewaunee this morn- 
ing. 
Two seamen were drowned. 
An- 
other of Field's barges is riding the 
breakers and flying a signal of distress. 
The crew of the schooner Ishpeming are 
awaiting orders at Escanaba. 


Later advices from EewaUnee states 
that the barge Emerald, another tug 
of Justice Field's consorts, foundered at 
noon. 
Five lives lost. 


ST. IGNAO, Mich., Nov. 17.—During a 
terrible gale and snow storm last night 
the schooner P. S. Matish, loaded with 
coal, ran on the beach and will go to 
pieces. 
Another schooner is ashore 
across the point, four miles from here.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


Senator Toorhees on the Indiana Con 
tests. 


WASHINGTON, D . C., Nov. 17.—The 
correspondent of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal telegraphs his paper: 


Senator Yoorhees has returned from 
the perturbed and 
anxious land 
Hoosier. 
In answer to the inquiry 
your correspondent to-day about the 
legislature, he said: 


"We have the legislaliure by two ma- 
jority on joint ballot, and I have no 
doubt but that we will hold it." 


"But suppose, senator, that the re 
publicans throw out enough members 
of the house to reverse the majority?" 


"Yes, but I do not think they will 
dare to do anything of that kind. They 
know very well that it would not be sub 
mitted to by the people, irrespective of 
party." 


I trust that Senator Voorhees is cor- 
rect in his opinion, but I suspect that he 
is more anxious and doubtful about the 
situation than he is inclined to admit. 
Senator Voorhees knows very well that 
the desperate gang of republican leaders 
who control the party interests in In 
diana will dare to do anything to keep 
Ben Harrison in his seat, if the Indiana 
democratic leaders lose a single trick at 
Indiana this winter they will lose the 
senator that they are justly entitled to.

It will be seen that the democrats car- 
ried tventy states and the republicans 
eighteen. 
Oregon is classed with the 
republicans, although the people elected 
democratic governor this year by a 
large majority, but it was admitted on a 
local issue. 
The republican congress- 
man was elected by the usual party ma- 
jority, and the state may ¡be classed 
as republican. 
The other state that is 
rather an accident in the democratic 
column, is Colorado, where the demo- 
crats carried the governor and the legis- 
lature, but on local issues. 
California is 
very close, but her governor and legis- 
lature are democratic, and the state is 
fairly entitled to be so classed. 


Virginia is classed in the republican 
column with her twelve electorial votes. 
There was no state ticket elected thtre 
this year, and there was a general break 
up in the election of congressmen over 
the tariff and internal revenue issues, by 
which the republicans have a majority 
of the delegation and an apparent ma- 
jority of the popular vote. 
It is entirely 
safe . to say that Virginia would have 
voted democratic had there been a pres- 
ident to elect, and that Colorado would 
have voted republican. 


Changing the footing by the transfer 
of Virginia to the democratic and Colora- 
do to the republican column, the elec- 
torial vote of this year would stand— 
democratic, 211; republican, 190, allow- 
ing Indiana to be republican and Cali- 
fornia democratic, both of which are 
about equally doubtful. 


THEJTATE. 


What is Said in the Field of Politics 
and News About Us. 


The statistics from the Indiana election 
indicate that far too many democrats in 
the Hoosier state failed to do their duty 
November 2. 
There is a falliug off of 
nearly 30,000 votes, and the republican 
figures do not indicate that they went 
to that party.

The Contest for the 
ture. 


State Legisla- 


iNDiANAPOLis, Nov. 17.—The struggle 
for the mastery in the incoming legisla- 
ture goes merily on. McL'^uald, of 
Jackson county, whose seat has been 
contested by the democracy 
on the 
ground that he (McDonald) carried to 
the election and used four hundred silver 
dollars, is in the city. 
He says that the 
meat of the whole charge lies in the fact 
that the democracy has reigned in the 
district for thirty years, and their de- 
feat at this crisis has so enraged them 
that they are willing to charge or do 
anything that promises to break the 
force of the republican victory. He says 
that the only bribery he knows of was 
on the part of certain democratic county 
officers, who carried to one township a 
swig" of whisky and $200 in money. 
It is claimed tJiat the democracy have 
discovered another republican 
legis- 
lator who can be shown to not be a 
citizen of the United States. 
The state 
committee is in possession of so many 
allegations regarding ineligibility of re- 
publicans-elect that it is not disposed to 
give out the name of the legislator in 
question until it has investigated the 
charges made. 
There will be about 
twenty contested seats, and many of the 
counties in which papers are filed are 
boiling with excitement, which in due 
time will be transferred to the legisla- 
ture. 
Chairman Henderson says to-day 
that the republicans will begin the mati- 
nee by throwing out Meagher, democrat, 
Vigo county, and added: "Then the 
meeting will be open and preaching will 
begin." He refused to unfold the demo- 
cratic policy, but it it is an open secret 
that for every democrat of the lower 
house unseated by the republicans, who 
control that branch, a republican will be 
fired out of the senate chamber. 
This 
policy seems to be endorsed by the de- 
mocracy throughout the state. 
As the 
democrats have contested more seats 
than the republicans, they will have 
somewhat the advantage. 
The outlook 
for a rumpus of large dimensions con- 
tinues favorable from every standpoint, 
unless the republicans yield to the cold 
fate of two democratic majority on joint 
ballot. 


For commissioner of Elkhart county, 
Albert Yates and Henry Bemenderter 
each received the same number of votes 
at the late election, and Governor Gray 
has ordered a special election for Tues- 
day, the 30th inst., to decide who shall 
serve.

A GENJÜS DIES. 


Ide, the Linguist and Musician 
Found Dead in His Apart- 
ments This Morning.

Carl Ide was not known to many peo- 
ple in Fort Wayne. 
His friendships and 
attachments were few, his life a riddle, 
and his genius was hidden from people 
who might admire it. 
He came to this 
country with Max Frankenstein, leaving 
his mother at Hamburg, where she still 
resides. 
Since then Ide and Franken- 
stein have been fast and constant friends. 
About a year ago they bought from Mrs. 
Otto Leffler a little drag store on West 
Jefferson street. 
This was not conge- 
nial to Ide and he went to Florida, only 
to come home again and join his friend. 
Ide had no established occupation and 
taught music and languages as his fancy 
prompted. 
He was a bora genius and a 
finished scholar. 


His father was tutor to the royal fam- 
ily of Russia, and under him the present 
czar of the Russias was instmcted. 
Young Ide had the advantages of his 
royal associates, and recourse to tne 
courts and libraries of the imperial pal- 
ace. 
He mingled with the princes and 
potentates of the old world, and left the 
iron gates of St. Petersburg with for- 
tune smiling on him, as he pictured, 
and only awaiting his touch in the 
world before him. 
He was a finished 
musician and master of arts. 
He was 
fluent in his native—the 
Russian— 
tongue, and knew the Latin, Greek, 
French, Spanish, German and Italian 
languages as a master does. 
He ac- 
quired an available knowledge of Eng- 
lish and understood the sciences. 
With 
these advantages who could have pre- 
dicted the flight of the young man to 
fame? 
He was just twenty-seven years 
of age, in the prime of life, and although 
suffering from a deformity since child 
hood, he was active, genial and a rare 
companion. 


A short while ago Mr. Frankenstein 
and his present wife purchased Schott's 
drag store and Mr. Ide engaged parlors 
above the apothecary room and lived 
apparently at ease, although it was 
hinted he was disappointed in loye, both 
he and Mr. Frankenstein having sought 
the hand of the latter gentlem an's pres- 
ent wife. 


Some eight days ago Ide was taken ill 
and Dr. A. J. Laubach diagnosed his 
ailment as emenating from the heart. 
The complications of that delicate and 
vital structure continued to increase in 
severity until within the last few days 
he had to be constantly attended. 


Last night his friend Harry Gibford 
watched at his bedside and left him at 
7:30 this morning, resting apparently 
easy. 
An hour later Mr. Frankenstein 
went to his friend's room and found him 
cold in death. 


His physican was sent for and his 
friends assembled to mourn the loss of 
so agreeable a gentleman. 
He leaves 
no property outside of his personal ef- 
fects. 
His aged mother will be notified 
of her son's death by cable, and the 
young man will be given a nice burial. 


This afternoon Drs. M. F. Porter, W. 
P. Whery, A. J. Laubach, Howard Mc- 
Cullough and K. K. Wheelock began a 
post-mortem examination of the remains, 
and Dr. J. M. Dinnen, the coroner, will 
abide by their decision.

Christian G. Kistler is a prosperous 
resident of Ligonier and is worth con- 
siderable money.

A BONANZA 
PALACE. 


Interior Views of Flood's House in Ssn 
Francisco. 


It would not be surprising if the new 
house built by James C. Flood, the many- 
millionaired mine owner of San Francisco, 
wa« the finest in America. 
The mansions of 
the New York rich men seem nowhere com- 
pared with its magnificence. 
It seems in- 
tended to show the worn out aristocracy of 
the effete despotisms that America can pro- 
duce at short notice as good a palace as any 
of their best over in Europe. 


The description of its magnificence rather 
staggers the plain reader. It is upon a grassy 
ground, somewhat removed from the street— 
California street—which it faces. 
The houte 
itself is 190 by 106 feet in size—simply im- 
mense. 
Its walls are 64 feet high and 25 in- 
ches thick. 
It is upon the top of the eleva- 
tion in San Francisco known as Nob Hill. 
It 
is the first brown stone house on the Pacific 
coast' Building stone must be scai'ce in Cali- 
fornia. 


DRAWnfO ROOM. 


A portico 50 feet long, with sixteen Doric 
columns, is at the front of the mansion. 
A 
newspaper writer says that loading up to this 
portico are "monolithic steps composed of a 
sii^le slab." How glad one is to know that! 


TTirough a doorway 9 feet wide and 14 feet 
high one enters the vestibule. 
The floor and 
ceiling of this ai'e of Pompeiian raosaic work. 
The wainscoting is entirely of Numidian 
marble, surmounted by a carved marble 
frieze. 
From the vestibule one enters the 
ante hall, thenee through heavy portieres of 
genuine Gobelin tapestry to these apart- 
ments. 


AU are of bewildering magnificenco, but 
the drawing room is one of the most striking. 
It is in tlio Louis XV style, all white and gUt, 
45x50 feet in size. 


Tho cariJet is axminister, ivory white and 
yellow, the prevailing tints. 
It is woven in 
one piece, and took a year to make in Glas- 
gow. 
It is an inch thick, tho largest one- 
piece ear{)et ever made in Glasgow. 
The 
furniture is all gilt, upholstered in heavily 
embroidered silk velvet of old rose color. 
Tho mantelpiece of Mexican onyx is a sjjlen- 
did work of art. 
A mirror above it reaches 
to tho ceiling. 
The chandeliers are gilt 
bronze. 
Fancy a plain laboring man step- 
ping into such a place. 


DinXNO ROOM. 


The dining room in its way is scarcely less 
gorgeous and stunning. 
The wood work is 
English oak, Italian renaissance style. Ameri- 
can oak was not good enough. 
The wains- 
coting is six feet high, above which is hmig 
Gkibelin tapestry. 
Sideboard and mantel- 
piece reach to the ceiling. 
The table can be 
extended till it is forty feet long. There is also 
a small dining room. 
A library and recep- 
tion room are on the same floor. Up a 
splendid staircase of San Domingo mahogany 
you proceed to the sleeping and private rooms 
of the Flood family. 
Miss Jennie Flood's 
sleeping room is blue and old gold. 
A gor- 
geous hand embroidered portiere of blue 
plush separates it from the dressing room. 


SMOKINQ BOOM. 
Tho smoking room is especially meant for 
the convenience of yoimg J. L. Flood, J. C's. 
son. Of this Frona E. Wait writes in Gk>od 
Housekeeping: 


"It is a Moorish interior, with all the re- 
fined splendM- of the Alhambra, surmounted 
by a domed skylight, eighteen feet in diam- 


eter, of inidescent glass, beaded in the most 
intricate <»iental designs, it receives a rich, 
sabdued light, inviting to reposn and dream. 
Long, Inziirious divans, decked with Persian 
tapestry, line the walls; woodwork of black 
ebony, iiilaid with metal and mother of pearl, 
eastern hangings, splendid 
Persian rugs, 
quaint Moorish lanterns, sash curtains of 
orange colored India silk, laden with oriental 
rflir lace, and gorgeous red, black and gold 
brocade portieres complete the embellish- 
ments. 
Big, comfortable arm chairs, a 
mantel of Persian tiles and beveled mirrors, 
with stalactite cornices of gold and rich col- 
oring, all conspire to render this retreat not 
only a paradise for smokers, but also an ex- 
ample of the highest form of which Moorish 
decoration is possible. 


The reception room is the one entered first 
from the grand hall down stairs. The aim 
has been to make no two rooms alike, and the 
place of reception is furnished in'East Indian 
style. Gkild and silver embroidery, opalescent 
and jeweled glass and red sük velvet abound. 
The library is furnished in the early French 
renaissance fashion, and is dark gray, blue 
and bronza 


Haw many himdred thousand dollars the 
nuinsion cost is not told. 
Its owners will 
probably live in it three months in the year. 
When Mr. Flood dies or is tired of it, what a 
splendid gambling house it will make. 
We 
can't have 
old 
famiUes 
and palaces in 
America. 


The house was designed by a San Francisco 
architect. 
The roof of the mansion is of 
wood, covered with copper. 
It should be 
called the Bonanza palace.

What a thought—what a feeling— 
what a prospect for the hour when life 
is closing and eternity is to be entered, 
and character and destiny and state are 
to be forever fixed. What a lesson to 
impress on all right views of the great 
ends for whicn life was given, and to 
lead eveiy one so to live here prepared 
for the life beyond this world.

Tlio Contest for the Slato Legisla- 


ture. 


iNDLAKAi'Oiiia, Nov. 17. — The struggle 


for the mastery hi the incoming legisla- 
ture goes merily on. McDonald, of 
Jackson county, whose neat ban been 
contested by the democracy on the 
ground that ho (McDonald) carried to 
the election and used four hundred silver 
dollars, is in tho city. Ho says that tho 
meat of tho whole charge lies in tho fact 
that tho democracy has reigned in tho 
district for thirty years, and their do- 
feat at this crisis has so enraged them 
that they are willing to charge or do 
anything that promises to break the 
force of the republican victory.

Corn, oasior,nt3G.Oata, ooiy, 2fi., 


A GENIUS DIES. 


Carl Iile, the Linguist and Musician, 


Found Dead in ills Apart- 


ments This Morning. 


Carl Ido was not known to many peo- 


ple in Fort Wayne. Hisfrieuduhipa aud 
attachments were few, his life a riddle, 
and his genius was hidden from people 
who might admire it. 
He came to this 


country with Mai Frankenstein, leaving 
his mother at Hamburg, where she still 
resides. Since then Ide and Franken- 
stein have been fast and constant friends. 
About a year ago they bought from Mrs. 
Otto Leffler a little drug store on Went 
Jefferson street. 
This was not conge- 


nial to Ide and he went to Florida, only 
to come home again and join hi* friend. 
Ida had no established occupation and 
taught music and languages as his fancy 
prompted. 
Ho waa a born genius and a 


finished scholar. 


His father was tutor to tho royal fam- 


Uy of Russia, and under him tho present 
czar of the Russian wus instructed. 
Young Ide had the advantages of his 
royal associates, and recouno to tlio 
courts and libraries of the imperial pal- 
ace. 
He mingled with the priucea aud 


potentates of the old world, ond left the 
iron gates of St. Petersburg with for- 
tune bmiliug on him, as he pictured, 
and only awaiting his touch in the 
world before him. 
He wan a finished 


musician and master of arts. 
He was 


fluent in his native—the Russian— 
iongna, and know tho Latin, Greek, 
French, Spanish, German and Italian 
anguageo as a master does. 
He ac- 


quired an available knowledge of Eng- 
ish and understood the sciences. 
With 


thoao advantages who could have pre- 
dicted the flight of the young man to 
fame? 
He was just twenty-seven years 


of ago, in tho prime uf life, and although 
suffering from a deformity since child' 
ttood, he waa active, genial and a rare 
companion. 


A ahort while ago Mr. Frankenstein 


aud his present wife purchased Hchott's 
drug store and Mr. Ido engaged parlors 
above the apothecary room and lived 
apparently at case, although it was 
hinted he wan disappointed in IoTC,both 
he ond Mr. Frankenstein having sought 
the hand of the latter gentleman's pres- 
ent wife. 


Some eight days ago Ido was token ill 


and Dr. A. J, Laubaoh diagnosed his 
ailment as omeuating from the heart. 
The complications of that delicate and 
vital structure continued to increase in 
severity until within the lost few days 
he had to be constantly attended. 


Last night his hieud Harry Gibford 


watched at his bedside and loft him at 
7:30 this morning, resting apparently 
easy. An hour later Mr. Frankenstein 
went to hifl friend's room aud found him 
cold in death. 


His pliysican WFIH sent for and bin 


friendu assembled to mourn tho loss of 
so agreeable a gentleman. He leaves 
no property onfnide of his personal ef- 
fects. Fis aged mother will be notified 
of her son's death by cable, and the 
yonng man will be given a nice burial.
